The national leaders of the KSRP have repeatedly and 
publicly urged the expulsion of all Jews and Negroes 
from the United States. ON September 1, 1968, follow- 
ing an NSRP rally at Berea, Kentucky, members of the 
NSRP and members of the local Negro community engaged 
in a gunf ight In which one member of the NSRP and one 
Negro male were killed. The gunf ight, which ensued 
following the rally, was attributed to anti-Negro re- 
marks made by leaders of the NSRP at the rally.
